particalarly paid attention to the construction of marine chrono- 
meters.

his merits, He now exhibits a chronumetor going fitty-six hours, 
which has been tesied for some time past at the Observatory at 
Neufchatel with able results, He also shows pocket- 
chronometer: ll the results of Lhe experience obtained 
y him during the many years in which he has devoted him- 
self to their improvement.

Acts of Parliament. Originally the boats were open boats, having a 
tilt-cloth extended over bales or hoops to protect the passeugera from 
the weather; afterwards decked sailing-be were used, and these 
remained the regular means of wat.r communication between London 
and Gravesend until the steam-boats took their places, These ves 
were great favourites with the public, being well equipped and very 
fast sailors, It was not until the year IN31 that they were entirely 
driven off the Thames, One of the last and most celebrated of them 
now lies in Hole Haven, a depot for lobsters, from which the Juondon 
market receives its daily supply, Vessels of a similar character, bat 
Jarger, called “hoys,” carried the passenyers from London to Marvate 
and Ramsgate, The Gravesend boats started from Billingsgate every 
tide on the ringing of the bell announcing high water, and lett 
Gravesend when the bell there informed them that the tide had ebbed 
out.
